“ BIRE IN MEDICINE 
SHOP. 


LAKH'S WORTH STOCK - 
ae INVOLVED. 

An Inquiry into the origin and 
cunse of a dianstrous tire which 
broke, out at 184, Bonham Strand 
during the carly hours of January 
12 Inst’ was conducted by Mr. 
Scholleld at the Central Polico 
Court = yesterday ‘afternoon, A 
jury was not required, 

Inapector 1. Bloor conducted the 
procvediaya on behalf of the Police, 
while Mr. R.A, Wadeson = held’ a 
watching brief on behalf of the 
insurance companies .affected. 

Mr. H. T. Brooks (Superinten- 
dent of the Fire Brignde) was the 
first witness called. He said that 
at about 3.40 a.m, on January 12 
the Centra! Fire Station received 
two calla from strect alarms in 
Winglok Street and Bonham 
Strand. In the ordinary course 
when onv call waa received, three 
engines, two from Central and one 
from the station nearest the scene 
of the flre, would be despatched, 
but on this occasion when two calls 
were received four engines were 
sent out without the officers know- 
ing the nature of the outbreak, 

Sub Oiiicers J. W. Woollard and 
A. J. Cash were tn charge of two 
of the engines, but a Chinese sub- 
offiver was in charge of the firat 
appliance to arrive on the scene, 
About three minutes after the calla 
were received, the “home measage” 
was sent to the Central Station. 
On receipt af the last call witness 
himself went to the scene, after 
order the flest float and two 
other officers to proceed there, 


Hloors Collapse. 


Continuing withesa said Uiat he 
arrived sbout four minutes after 
the first applinnce, On his arrival 
he found (34, Bonham Strand well 
nijehl, the three upper floors parti 
colariy, Witness then sent out 
the “distriet: cn,” summoning to 
the scene all appliances on the 
Hongkong side, ‘ 

Witness said that when he ar- 
rived, the applinneea were already 
working three jets from the streets 
and one from the house opposite, 
with others being put into com- 
mission. Altogether seven jets 
were brought into play. Shortly 
after Chis arrival the first floor 
collapsed, followed five minutes 
later-by the second and third tloors, 

The fire was extinguished at 
6.15 a.m. ‘Later witness looked 
over the ruins in an endeavour to 
discover the ‘cause of the outbreak, 
but it was too difficult to form any 
opinion because of the large amount 
of debris that wis piled up on the 
uround floor. : 


Cause of Fire. 
On Thursday Inst, witness again. 


visited the ruins with a, view to |’ 


ascertaining the origin of the fire 
if poasible, but could form no 
opinion although it appeared that 
the outbrenk started in the rear of 
either the ground or first floors, 
Witnoss said that the fact the 
fire was so well alight when the 
brignde arrived made it appear that 
it was allowed to burn for ‘some 
little time before the calla were 


nt. 

The Chinese sub-officer, who was 
first on the scene, said that he ar- 
rived about two minutes after 
recelving the calls, When he ar- 
rived, there was nobody In the 
house. 

Yim Sui-wah, one of the partners 
of the Pnk Sany Hong, medicine 
shop of 134, Bonham Strand, said 
that the business occupied the 
ground floor and the top floor, He 
had been in business in Canton and 
Hongkony for the past 28 or 29 
years, In Canton for 16 years, 


Stock Worth $100,000, 


Witneas mentioned that he had 
nearly $100,000 worth of” stock, 
some $70,000 of which was kept in 
the shop while the remainder was 
stored on the top floor. One of the 


snfes contained $1,200, consisting’ 


mostly of notes, 

His business was in a prosperous 
state. having made a profit year 
by year ever since It started, Last 
yenr’s enenings amounted to several 


, thousands of dollars. 


On the night in question he had 
ataved after closing-up hours, 
chatting with a frlend, and return- 
ed to his) home at Third Street 
round avout midnight. About 3 
am. a foki informed him over the 
telephone that the shop was on fire, 
He immediately took a ricksha and 
went there, - : 

He had no idea how the fire start- 
ed—he wos not there. Occasional- 
ly he had dricd medicine on the pre- 
nilsea, but had not done so for the 
ten days prior to the outbreak, 

Replying to Mr..Wadeson, wit- 
news said that his two partners 
were not in the Colony, one having 
gone tu Singapore ns ao travelling 
trader and the other to Australia. 
Ho had not submitted accounts to 
them, nor remitted their share of 
the profits. :

The National Cabinet's — solida- 
rity may be shattered against the 
tariff wall, Differences have ex- 
hibited themselves both among the 
members of the special committee 
appointed to provide their collea- 
sues with a comprehensive plan and 
in the Cubinct as a whole. The 
members sat for nearly five hours 
on Thursday without achieving 
agreement in any sense and again 
yesterday with the same result. 
Attempts have been made to mini- 
mixe-the seriousness of the battle 
which fs being waged between 
those who would take the bull by 
the horns and those who walk only 
with reluctance in the paths of 
trade dixturbance, It is obvious, 
however, that the differences are 
persistent and on issues much 
more jmportunt than mere matters 
of detaik Mr. Ramsay MacDonald 
has been obliged to decline M. 
Luval’s invitation to Paris owing 
fo the vital nature of the discus- 
sions.

After middle aye we yield 
leas, and “write to the papers” 
more, but we do not stem the tide 
of change, Our own « speech be- 
comes definitely ‘quaint’ or old- 
fashioned, and our grand-children 
pity us or despise us or respect us 
according fo their temperaments or 
according to ours. 


Most people who write, usually 
indignantly, on matters of pronoun- 
ciation, ignore altogether the thme 
element in the variations of lan- 
guage. They regard all variations 
from their own pronunciation as 
being duc. to difference of local 
dialect or of social dinlect, and, ovey- 
look the fact that in every locality 
and in every cluss the speech of 
the younger generation is steadily 
estublishing itself in place of the 
pronunciations of their parents. 


It ix dificult, without having re- 
course to a system.of symbols to 
represent each sound, to show ex- 
actly how these changes sre yra- 
dunlily takiny place, but there are 
at least two groups of words in 
which the old, the new and the 
transitional pronunciations can be 
heard by any accurtte observer at 
the present time.

Appreciation Helps to 
Lessen Risks. 


SOME CONSIDERA- 
TIONS. 


Three sepurate and distinet 
causes of loss of adhesion between 
tyre and road are nearly nlways re. 
ferred to by the use of one and 
the same word, viz, “skidding.” 
The writer believes that, falling for 
hia reason to appreciate precisely 
what shiddinge is, nol a few motor- 
ists drive in such ao manner as to 
encourage the contretemps — they 
seek to avold on slippery roads, 

Jet is be said, therefore, that 
skidding, strictly speakiniz, implies 
that a wheel, or wheels, continues 
to move In ita original direction 
but elther locked by braking or 
rotating atom slower speed than 
is natural to its rate of progress 
ever the row For the sake of 
simplicity we can say that) only 
a locked wheel skids, 


Skids and Sidestips, 


When near slithers sidewnys 
(usually the rear part only) it is 
not necessarily skidding; it is side- 
slipping, «a form of loss of wheel 
adhesion that is encouraged — to 
occur when the wheel skids, 

A side-slip is also Hkely to oceur, 
under some conditions, if the third 
form of Joss of adhesion — exists, 
viz, wheel spin, which arises from 
the sudden engngement of the 
clutch with a low year in-use. on 
& slippery road, or from the sud- 
den depression of the accelerntor 
when similar road conditions exist, 
uspeciuly, but not only, on a low 
xear, i 

Wheel slip is not a source of 
danger unless the road speed is 
Fairly high; if it occurs: when the 
car is being started from rest no 
harm oor disconcerting — cireum- 
stance will ensue, apart from the 
possibility, on a eambered round, of 
the driving wheels sido-allpping 
towards the gutter, 

A skid, however, contains greater 
posstbilities of harm. It brings 
with vit, for instance, greatly — re- 
duced braking effect, for a locked 
wheel skids along a slippery road 
more readily than a braked wheel 
rotating at its normal speed in 
relation to that of the car, Then, 
too, a skidding wheel is very prone 
to side-alip, 

Applying those fundamental facts 
to practial driving, the following 
hints may be given: 


Be Gentle. 


Do not try to necelerate rapidly, 
or drive so that it may be necessary 
to use the brakes violently, on it 
slippery rond, particularly’ on the 
side of a cambered road. 

Iengage — the clutch as gently as 
possible when starting from rest 
where a side-slip might cause the 
car. to hit something. 

Try to avoid accelerating or 
braking forcibly on a slippery cor- 
ner, 

If the car commences to nide- 
slip merely because n curve of the 
rond is being taken too faat, or 
another vehicle being overtaken on 
a slippery cambered read, do not 
apply the brakes. 

Do not even relense the accelera- 
tor violently on a really — slippery 
rond at a corner or elsewhere, for 
this wives rise to an engine-brak- 
ing effect that may cause the rear 
wheels first to skid nnd then to side- 
slip. 

Keep four-wheel brakes, especial- 
ly the units of the paira, back and 
front, uniformly ndjusted. If one 
back wheel is locked ‘and skids, rond 
adhesion is: hatred. . 

Do not awerve with the steering 
on a slippery road; anticipate the 
need for changes of direction when- 
ever possible, in order to negotiate 
an obstruction in a long and 
gradual sweep, 

Above all, drive slowly and 
cautiously where the road surface 
is or may be treacherous, and bear 
in mind, for one thing, that ol] 
drippings at bus stopping places 
and elsowhere are a potential cause 
of skidding, wheelspin and side- 
slip. : M. W. B.

faces that to run on rails without 
any steering gear was frightening. 


But it is necessary to explain 
why we were motoring on the rail-

y. Jt is well known that a train 
vily secures adherence by reason 
of its welght. Adopt the ratios of 
weight per horsepower current in 
motor car practice, and the en- 
gine would spin its wheels and 
remnin stationary. To tike ane 
concrete example, u certain local 
French‘ train. with a capacity for 
108 passengers has a dead weight 
of 120 tons. But the train is 
rarely filled to capacity; it is often 
only half filled; not infrequently 
the passengers number a, dozen, or ; 
even half a dozen—no more than 
can be carried {na family touring 
car, Think of a passenger car 
weighing 120 tons! Under these 
conditions, is it surprising that the 
local lines are operated at a loss; 
a lows so considerable that the 
French Government is contemplat- 
ing additional taxes on motorists 
to meet the deficit. 


Michelin's reply to this is:

Testing the Possibility with 
Aeroplane Fuselage. ° 


To show the possibility - of 
preumatic-tyred trains, there had 
been built a duralumin aeroplane 
fuselage fitted with fourteen com- 
fortahle seats and having a lug- 
age compartment both front and 
‘rear, oon an ordinary  Hispnano- 
Suiza. short wheelbase chasis. 
The steering gear had been dis- 
connected, although the wheel re- 
mained in place; the axle had been! 
widened to suit the track of the: 
raila, but everything else was 
standard, including the gear box, 
rear axle, Ibrakes, and even the 
shock absorbers. Near the rear of 
the fuselage there was another 
axle with a transverse spring. 


The three axles were equipped 
with normal car type detachable 
dise wheels having a railroad 
ilange bolted to them, and equipped 
with special pneumatic tyres, in- 
flatted to 85 Ib. per square inch. 
The tyres, which are “straight 
sides,” mounted on the standard 
rim of 26>4in., are quite a special 
type of 33X4in. It is Impossible 
to use a bigger section, for the 
width of the rail is only 2%in., 
and the useful width less than 
2in. Another difficulty was that 
in case of puncturo the wheel must 
not drop more than 5/1Gin., in 
order to clear the bolts and other 
obstacles set within the rail. This 
result is obtained by mounting a 
wood ring inside the tyre. In j 
order to domonatrate the effec- 
tiveness of this device a trye waa 
Inatantly deflated by the simple 
rand effective method of breaking 
the valve stem svhile tho car was 
running .at 66 miles an hour.

OFTEN wonder, when I see 

motorists starting off from rest 
an if they were competing In a 
mile race, whether they realise the 
extra wear and tear they are thus 
putting upon their engine and 
transmission, and the effectivencas 
with which they are shortening the 
Ilfe of their tyres. Drivors of this 
type are wont to start on first 
speed, after violently accolorating 


their engine, then get in their 


second and do the same thing, 
repeating tho procedure through 


the whole range of available goars. 


Thia causes wheel spin and un- 
falr wear on the tyres; conaider- 
uble clutch slip is often resorted 
to as well, causing hent and wear 
in the clutch, and the gears are 
damaged by being slammed 
through, Such atrocitics upon 
the car arc not confined to tho 
process of starting; the type, of 
driver I have in view generally 
pills up in a fairly long slide on 
his tyres with still more acriovus 
wear and tear on them.

Why, the last little 
six-eylnder model that I had did 
29,000 miles on ita one set of tyres, 
and they were then good enough 
to soll it with. A big saloon I 
have has done 16,000 miles and the 
tyres look good cnough to repeat 
the performance.

It often makes mé smile when - 
people criticise the modern ongine 
an the score that it runs too fnst.

Experiments in Great Britain with the 
Hydrogenation Method. 


‘phe British motorist of to-day, 
purchasing his supplies cither from 
the national facilities nupplied by 
the large importing and diatribut- 
ing companies, oF from the 
numerous other enterprises, may 
-not be particularly interested in 
the fact’ that this country is 
seriously considering the pros ct 
cons re the substitution—nt some 
future date—of home supplies of 
motor spirit frony home sources. 
Nevertheless, the subject is enxag- 
ing—as {it has engaged for some 
years past—the serious attention of 
those who can.see immense pos 
sibilities of the utilisation of our 
coal resources with regard to the 
demand for liquid products, he, 
motor spirit and other petroleum 
requirements. It ix well known 
that to-day this country 1s depend: 
ent upon imported motor spirit 
supplica to the extent of nearly 
ninety per cent. of its require- 
ments, and the sugwestion has: 
often been put forward that it is 
imperative that something should 
be done to develop commercially 
those vast channels of scientltic | 
research whieh have told ts that it 
Is possible that, from our Own 
supplies of cual alone, we can be 
practically independent of toredyn | 
supplies, writes Albert — Lidgett, 
editor of the Petrofterm Times, ! 
The suggestion 1s eneamumng ling, 
though not entirely convincing. i 


Tt is snid that our dependence in| 
this matter is dangerous Great | 
Britain, however, next to the 
US.A. inthe greatest consumer of 
petroleum fuels in the world, and 
for the time being at least this, 
country must import practically the 
whole of ita requirements, Those 
requirements are drawn from many 
different sources; ite custom is, 
almost uy important to those ivne! 
supply the oil as Ia Great Britain's 
need of the sume, for the reason 
that the Joss of that custom would 
be a severe cconomic blow.

country might suddenly he deprived 
of supplica is farfetched. .

spirit, minus tax. Quite apart 
from the — pronouncements of 
Imperial Chemical Industries, it fs 
naw yenerally recognised that the 
production of moter spirit fram 
British coal is possible, Lord 
Rutherford recently confirmed: this 
in the House of Lords, but he em- 
phastsed at the same time that, if 
the British people determine that 
their motor-spirit supplies must be 
furnished from British coal, they 
must be prepared to pay the price. 
This meana, of course, that a home 
oil industry—suxgestive of cover- 
ing our major requirements in 
petrol-—must be protected by a high 
tariff on imported oil products, 
making its price to consumers pro- 
bably very considerably more thar 
it is at present, and quite irrespec- 
tive of the excise tax, 

Members of the Institute of Fttel 
have recognised this fact ever since 
petroleum spirit has been cheap in 
this country. The talk. of supply- 
ing all the oil requirements of the 


‘nation from the coalfielda of the 


kingdom, orice seriously advocated 
by men regarded as r experts, 
has been dropped, bee even ths 
mout enthusiastic of such advocate 
has become impressed with the fnet 
that it is hope to expect home- 
produced — oil _ fuel tte compete 
successfully with overseas — petro- 
leum oils imported into this 
country without restriction. 


Even the differential of 8d, per 
yallon, dae to Uhre tix, between 
motor fuel from coal and that from 
foreign petroleum spirit ia likely to 
prove far too small te permit 
home off industry to develop com- 
mercinily so dong as the basis prices 
of imported motor : it i 
reasonable. In these 
the British ration can only be sup- 
plied with home-produeed oil if it 
is prepared to pay a substantially, 
higher price than that at which it 
¢an purchase imported petrol. The 
development of a home oil industry 
depends upon how far the nation is 
willing to pay for the independence 
of its oil supplies from other coun- 
tries. 


Dixeussed by the British 
Asyociatian. 


The chemistry section of the 
British Association disgussed the 
subject at n recent date. At the 
meeting some very definite opinions 
y expressed — by well-known 
scientists, Sir John Cadman — has 
vome to the conclusion that while 
oil for a long time to come would 
be Inrgély produced in desert 
regions (he naturally referred to 
Persia, Irak. ete.), the effort to 
make Britain self-supporting in the 
production of of] would, he believed, 
be to cut our own throats.

Metal Tyre Cover 
..._ Problems. S | 


With metal tyre covers becom-" 
ing more and more popular every 
day, it is high time that motorists 
learn the correct way to pat them 
on and off the spire tyre. Pro- 
perly approached, it is n very 
simple operation says “Service 
Sam” (Studebaker). On the other 
hand, if you go akout it blindly, it 
is apt to prove rather n touchy job. 

Here is the easy way to put them 
on: Hook the front end over the 
tyre. Now the problem is to get 
the back end of the cover in place 
and that’s where most people get 
into trouble. If you will observe 
carefully, however, you will find a 
small hook on the back side of the 
cover. ‘By pulling on this hook, 
you spring the cover sufficiently to 
‘allow it to slip over the tyre ensily. 
The hook should be clasped firmly 
and pulled. with a quick jerk up- 
ward and outward in the line with 
which the hand hook it set. 

Now, it is necessary only to 
give the cover a push with the 
hand and it is right in place. You 
will find that it ia much easler to 
install the metal tyre. cover If the 
wheel ig dismounted. To remove 
the cover; simply reverse this pro- 
cess. 

To avoid. any possibility of 
marring the surface of the cover, 
{it {a a good plan to give it somo 
protection from the clamp of the 
spore tyro mounting fixture.

covers. This should be adhered to 
the under side of tho clamps.

sIr_ JOHN ‘SIMON’S 
EXPERIENCES. 


Changes in Cabinet machinory 
and method which atrike a_Minis- 
ter whq returns to the Cabinct 
after a considerable interval, 
were dencribed by Slr John Simon 
in the “Commemoration Oration” 
at King's College, London. 

Sir John was ao Cabinet Minis- 
ter before and during part of the 
War, and he recently returned to 
the Cabinet as Foreign Seeretary 
after an Interval of 15 yéara. 

Ho said that when he joined the 
Cabinet in 1913 there was no 
Seerctarlat, and minutes were not 
kept. “The only record of what 
was discussed or decided was con- 
tnined in the report which the 
Prime Minister made after cach 
mecting! to the King, and of 
courac, that report waa communi- 
cated to no one cise. 

“Vt wan indeed adistinct breach 
of tradition and a departure from 
the spirit of consultation for 
other Ministers to keep any record 
of their own, save so far an it was 
necessary to communicate what 
waa decided to the Department for 
which an individual Minister was 
responsible. 

“Now all this has been altered. 
A most responsible Civil Servant, 
who is known ns the Secretary to 
the Cabinet, attenda every: meet- 
ing and sits at the Prime Minis- 
ter’a aide, [f, for any reason, he 
could not be present, his place 
would be taken by his deputy. 

“He makes a full note of ever# 
Cabinet decision, together’ with 
such record as Ja necessary of the 
main: considerations which led up 
to it.” 

Nowadays, an agenda was 
drawn up under the Prime Minis- 
ter's instructions, 

Lord Hartington Befogged. 

The change which was charac- 
teristic of the free working of 
British Institutions was’ moat in- 
teresting. “1 think that after 
further experience it would be dif- 
ficult to find anyone who would 
propose to return) to the more 
auntient mode.” 

Sir John gave examples which 
showed how serious misunder- 
standings had occasionally arisen 
in the absence of authoritative 
record, due to different impres- 
sions of what was In fact decided 
at Cabinet mectings 

One inatnnce occurred after the 
bombardment of Alexandria, when 
there wna under consideration Sir 
Garnet Wolseley’s expedition te 
Egypt. Lord Hartington’s private 
secretary wrote to: Sir Rdward 


‘} Elamilton, one of the Prime Minis- 


ter'n private secretaries: 

"My dear Eddy,—Harcourt and 
Chamberlain have both been hera 
this morning and at my Chief 
about yesterday's Cabinet pro- 
ceadingga. They, cannot agree 
about what occurred. There must 
have been some. decision, . a¢ 
Rright’s resignation shows. . My 
Chef has told me to ask you what 
ihe devil was decided, for he be 
damned if he - knows. Will you 
ask Mr, Gladstone in more con- 
ventionn] and = less pungent 
terms?” 

Sir John also reached the state- 
ment of Lord Curzon, who, dea- 
eribing the old) Cnbinet system 
hefore the duva of the Secretariat, 
sald, “The Cabinet often had the 
very haziest notion as to what its 
decistons were Cases fre- 
quently arose when the .matter 
was loft 80 much tn doubt that o 
Minister wont away and acted 
unon what he thought was the do- 
efsion, which aubrequentiy turned 
eut-to be no decision at all, or was 
“enudinted by his colleagues.”

NOTHING DRASTIC. 


Headmasters {n conference at 
Charterhouse, Godalming, discuss- 
ed the problem of cconomics In 
public schools, and decided that

The conferenco agreed, however, 
that economics can, and should, be 
made by 

A saving in administrative ex- 
penses, 

Postponement where practicable

“YAUMATI FIRE 
INQUIRY. 


SCOUTMASTER'S 
COMMENDED, 


Tribute to the bravery of a 
seoutmaster was piid at the in- 
quiry yesterday into the tragic fire 
at No. 188 Shanghai Street, Yau- 
matl, on the evening of January 9 
when four lives were lost. The in- 
quiry was held at the Kowloon 
afternoon, 
with Mr. Fraser, sitting as 
Coroaer, , The victims of the blaze 
were a woman Kwong Ting-shu 
C38), Kwong Tin (10). Kwong 
Ngau-chou (4), and an female .in- 
fant aged ten days. 

The jury empancelled consisted of 
Mexsrs. S. Bruggen Bate (fore- 
man), Y¥. Ribeiro and Fung Chik- 
man. 

Station-OMeer Smith gave evt- 
dence of receiving a call te a fire 
at 188 Shanghai Street at about 
8.50 p.m. on Saturday, January 9. 
On tho arrival of the Nrignde, the 
fire had already obtained a tirm 
hold on the premises, The stair- 
cases of the burning building were 
tnade of wood and they had enught 
alight, thua cutting off the only 
means of escape. With improvised 
lndders and trem adjoining: houses, 
the Brigade was able to 
many people whe were trapped in 
the premises. 

Accident With Cigarette. 

Lai Mui, living on the ground 
floor uf No, 188, which was a cotton 
quilt, shop, stated that she was 
) working on the cotton that evening, 
fn lighting a cigarette, she ac- 
citlentally set fire to the cotton, 
which burned up so quickly that 
fufore she and the other fnmates 
or the shep could put it out. the 
stirs had caught fre. The out- 
break spreaded very quickly and 
very soon the whole house was in- 
valved. 

Evidence of identifention of the 
bodies wiet given by Kwong Chuen 
the busband and father of tl 
tour dleaed: people, whe iid: he was 
net at home at the time of the fire, 
He stated he was taken to the Kow- 
leon Mortuary where he saw the 
bedies of his wife and three chil- 
aren, 

At the conclusion of his evidence, 
the Coroner said, “I want to tell 
you how sorry we all are for you 
in this tragic affair.” 

Dr. Utthey testified that at about 
10 am. on January 10, the bodies 
of the four dead persons were 


identified by the previous witness’ 


as his wife and three children res 
pbectively. All the four had been

INMATES ESCAPE. 


To the long liat of fires which 
have occurred in the . Colony 
during the past couple of 
months is to be added yet an- 
other disastrous outbreak. 
Fortunately, in the present in- 
stance, there were no casunitics, 
the inmates cither escaping or 
being ‘rescued by the Fire 
Brigude which was immediately 
on the scene, 

The outbreak occurred In Wel- 
linvton Sireet, juat off Pottinger 
Street, in house No. 63, which was 
oecupted by a joxs-paper merchant, 
with the two upper floors used as 
tenements, 


Futile Attempts. 


On the yrround floor, where the 
maniger of the Fuk Wah and his 
fokis were asleep, the fire broke 
out at 246 this morning. The 
floor was alight: for some fittle 
time before the inmates became 
aware of the danger, They in- 
stantly attempted to extinguish 
the flames by means of blankets, 
but withont ‘auccess. The alarm 
was raised and aw me weet bo 
the potice and the Mire Brigade,
